America’s largest and most outstanding theatre for young family 
audiences, Theatreworks/USA, presents P/ay Jo Win, an award 
winning musical about the life of Jackie Robinson, major league 
baseball’s first black player. 

Play To Win “is a joyous and very smart celebration not only of 
one man, but of a nation and its favorite pastime as well,” wrote 
The New York Times (July, 1989). It is the story of how baseball 
became a truly all-American game when young Jack Roosevelt 
Robinson was recruited to play for the Brooklyn Dodgers in 1947. 
The play follows Robinson from his college days to stardom with 
the Dodgers — a ten-year journey of struggle, frustration, sacrifice 
and finally, triumph. 

Intelligent, articulate, dedicated, determined and highly gifted 
as an athlete, Robinson was a four-letter man at UCLA —a star at 
baseball, football, basketball and track. During World War II, he 
became a lieutenant in the U.S. Army. Yet despite his achievements 
and reputation, he could not gain access to the world of big-time 


professional sports. Imagine, today, an athlete with the combined 
talents of Bo Jackson, Bobby Bonilla and Michael Jordan being 
forbidden to play for a major league club in any of their respective 
sports! 

It took more than Robinson’s courage alone to cross the color 
line in professional baseball, however. It was Branch Rickey, the 
Dodgers’ general manager, who had scouted the Negro leagues for 
the man with the talent and the stamina to be the first — and pave 
the way for the others who would surely follow. Rickey helped 
Robinson keep an even keel through the rough times, before he 
was accepted by the team, the public and the press. 

How did Jackie Robinson endure years of discrimination and 
rejection? What motivated Branch Rickey? Why did he choose 
Robinson? P/ay 7 Win hits a home run as it tells the fascinating 
story, through drama and music, of an extraordinary man at a 
crossroads in history. 


Theatreworks/USA 


Theatreworks/USA, a nonprofit organization offering theatre 
productions for young and family audiences, has presented more 
than 2,700 performances to well over 22 million young people in 
schools, arts centers, museums and theatres, in 49 states. Its goal 
is to create shows of imagination and sophistication that educate, 
entertain, and convey ethical and thought-provoking messages to 
young people. 

Originating in 1961 with one show, Young Abe Lincoln, ‘Theatre- 
works now has a repertory of close to 70 plays and musicals created 
by both noted as well as fledgling playwrights, composers and 
lyricists. Writers have included Ossie Davis, Mary Rodgers, Saul 
Levitt, Charles Strouse, Alice Childress, and Gary William 
Friedman. In addition, several noted actors and directors got their 
professional start with Theatreworks, including Henry Winkler, 
Tony Award-winning director Jerry Zaks, and Academy Award- 
Winner EF. Murray Abraham. 

Play To Win was a nominee in 1984 for Musical Production of 
the Year at the Twelfth Annual Black Theatre awards and earned 
an Audelco Award for “best writing of a new show by black authors 
for the non-commercial theatre.”

Rita Moreno is the only female performer to have won all four 
of the most prestigious show business awards: the Oscar, the Emmy, 
the Grammy and the Tony. She has, in fact, won the Emmy twice 
— in 1977 for a variety appearance on 7he Muppets, and in 1973 for 
a dramatic appearance on The Rockford Files, the Oscar was for her 
performance as Anita in the 1962 motion picture, Wést Side Story; 
and the Tony was for her 1975 triumph on Broadway as Googie 
Gomez in The Ritz; — the Grammy was for her 1972 performance 
on Electric Company Album. Early in 1978, Ms. Moreno turned her 
attention for the first time to live performances, creating an act 
which has attracted outstanding critical acclaim. 

Rita Moreno was born Rosa Delores Alveria in Humacao, a 
small town near the famous rain forest in Puerto Rico. When she 
was five years old, she and her mother moved to New York and the 
following year she started her dancing lessons. At age 13 she has 
made her Broadway debut in S#ydrift which starred Eli Wallach. 
Then in the true traditions of Hollywood, a talent scout arranged 
a meeting for 17-year-old Miss Moreno with Louis B. Mayer and 
was signed to a contract with MGM. 

Since then her career has advanced steadily. She made some 
25 films early in her career but was cast in too many as a “Mexican 
spitfire” or an “Indian maiden.” Among the films she made during 
this period was Untamed, Seven Cities of Gold, The Lieutenant Wore 
Skirts, Garden of Evil, and was featured as Tuptim in The King and I. 
It was only after she won an Oscar for her outstanding performance 
as Anita in Wést Side Story, which gained international acclaim, that 
she was finally recognized as a major talent. 

In 1962 she moved to London where she was featured in Hal 
Prince’s productions of She Loves Me and then returned to New 
York to star in Lorraine Hansberry’s The Sign in Sidney Brustein's 
Window. On Broadway she has appeared in Gantry, The Last of the 
Red Hot Lovers, The National Health and The Ritz. She was most 
recently seen on Broadway as the lead in the female version of The 
Odd Couple, for which she was awarded the prestigious Sarah 
Siddons Award. 
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Ms. Moreno has appeared in regional theatre in such diverse 
roles as Lola in Damn Yankees, Anne Sullivan in Miracle Worker, 
Doris in The Owl and the Pussycat, and as Charlotte in the Pinero 
farce The Magistrate. In 1968 she was given the much coveted Joseph 


Jefferson Award as the best guest actress for her brilliant portrayal 
of Serafina in The Rose Tattoo. 


It may well be that Rita Moreno, dramatic actress, singer, 
dancer, comedienne, who has portrayed an Irish teacher, an Italian 
widow, a reformed prostitute, a lady evangelist, a devil’s disciple 
and an English lady has broken the mold of being regarded as a 
“Latin Spitfire.” 


In 1967 Ms. Moreno resumed her screen career playing 
opposite Marlon Brando in The Night of the Following Day, then with 
James Garner in Mar/owe, as Alan Arkin’s girlfriend in Popz and in 
Mike Nichol’s productions of Carnal Knowledge. She then starred 
in the film version of 7e Ritz, where she recreated the outlandish 
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character Googie Gomez, a lady of little talent and great courage. 
Her most recent film was with Alan Alda and Carol Burnett entitled 
The Four Seasons. 

Ms. Moreno has also been the guest star in a wide variety of 
television productions both here and abroad. She is currently a 
featured artist on the highly regarded educational series The Electric 
Company. She has also starred in her own TV series 9 70 5. 

She is a member of the Board of Directors of Third World 
Cinema, a company which is interested in creating opportunities 
in the film industry for minority groups and has served as a member 
of the Theatre Panel of the Board of Directors of the Alvin Ailey 
Dance Company, as well as many other worthwhile organizations. 
Ms. Moreno is at present a member of the very prestigious 
Presidential Fellowship Committee. 

Rita Moreno is married to Leonard Gordon, a physician, and 
they live in Southern California. Their daughter, Fernanda Luisa, 
is a college student and an aspiring actress.

In addition to touring, the Company continues to produce a 
Spring and Fall season in Chicago, and showcases new choreog- 
raphic talent in its Choreography Project.

Listening to the world class Phoenix Symphony today, it’s hard 
to believe that it all began in a Phoenix high school forty-five years 
ago. Founded by the Phoenix Symphony Guild, the Orchestra 
began its first season in November of 1947 with four concerts and 
seventy-seven borrowed musicians under the baton of Principal 
Conductor John Barnett. The concert series grew to six under the 
direction of Barnett’s successor Principal Conductor Robert 
Lawrence and performances were staged in ‘Tuscon. 

In 1978, Theo Alcantara was named Principal Conductor and 
Music Director of The Phoenix Symphony. Under his direction the 
Orchestra achieved major status and all musicians became full-time 
professionals. It was during Alcantara’s tenure in 1980 that The 
Phoenix Symphony Chamber Orchestra was founded. 

During the 1983-84 season, Jomight Show personality Doc 
Severinsen was named Principal Pops Conductor Adding his name 
to the gradually expanding concert series brought national re- 
cognition to The Phoenix Symphony. 

In 1986 James Sedares was appointed The Phoenix Symphony’s 
Resident Conductor. Sedares spent his tenure mastering his skills 
on the podium. He also became an ardent supporter of ‘The 
Phoenix Symphony often speaking publicly on its behalf. 

1989 saw the resignation of Maestro Alcantara. Months later, 
James Sedares was named Principal Conductor which distinguished 
him as the youngest music director of a major American symphony 
orchestra at that time. 

In May, 1990, The Phoenix Symphony signed an agreement 
with KOCH International to produce its first recording. ‘The all- 
Copland program which includes Suite from The Tender Land, Three 
Latin-American Sketches and Suite from The Red Pony marked an 
important milestone in the development and evolution of The 
Phoenix Symphony. In spring of 1992, the debut disc received a 
prestigious Indie Award for best classical album of the year from 
the National Association of Independent Record Distributors. 

In January, 1992, less than one year after the commercial and 
artistic success of their first recording, ‘The Phoenix Symphony 
made a second recording featuring American composer Bernard 
Herrmann’s Symphony No. 1 and William Schuman’s New England 
Triptych. In May 1992, the album was the third highest debuting 
record on Billboard Magazine’s classical album chart. 

From its humble beginnings in a high school auditorium, ‘The 
Phoenix Symphony has become the largest performing arts 
organization in Arizona presenting over one hundred concerts 
annually throughout the state. For the past forty-five years, con- 
ductors, musicians, boards of directors, administrative staff and 
volunteers have undertaken the challenge of maintaining a world 
class symphony orchestra for the state of Arizona. Commitment to 
excellence is their legacy.

James Sedares 


In his fourth season as Music Director and Principal Conductor, 
James Sedares has proven himself one of the best and brightest of 
a new generation of American conductors. He has placed The 
Phoenix Symphony into the spotlight of national and international 
acclaim. 

A native of Chicago, James Sedares studied in St. Louis where 
his mentors included Polish conductor Jerzy Semkow and the late 
Walter Susskind. He has conducted orchestras around the world 
including The London Symphony, The New Zealand Symphony, 
The National Symphony Orchestra of Mexico City, ‘The Costa 
Rica Orchestra, The New Philharmonic of Portugal and others. 
Prior to his appointment to The Phoenix Symphony, Sedares 
served for seven years a Associate Conductor and one year as Acting 
Music Director of the San Antonio Symphony.

Native American flutist, R. Carlos Nakai, is a featured 
performer with The Phoenix Symphony. Of Navajo-Ute heritage, 
Nakai began playing the Native American flute in 1973 (his previous 
music training had been in classical trumpet). He quickly mastered 
the traditional melodies of the plains and woodland tribes and soon 
began adapting them to fit his own style.

The Handel & Haydn Society is America’s pre-eminent 
professional chorus and period orchestra, as well as the country’s 
oldest continually active arts organization. Under the artistic leader- 
ship of internationally renowned conductor Christopher Hogwood, 
H&H is a leader in Historically Informed Performance. By playing 
baroque and classical music of the great masters on the instruments 
and with the techniques of the period, a fresh, new sound 
is revealed. 

The Handel & Haydn Society was founded in 1815 and 
provided itself an innovator early on by presenting the first perfor- 
mances in America of Handels’ Messza (1818), Sampson (1845), 
Solomon (1855), Israel in Egypt (1859), Jeptha (1867), and Joshua 
(1876), and of Bach’s B Minor Mass (1887). More recently, H&H 





has greatly expanded its concert activities, performing three 
concert series in the Boston area: at Symphony Hall and Old South 
Church in Boston, and at the Peabody Museum of Salem, and has 
been invited to perform at Lincoln Center, the Mostly Mozart 
festival, Tanglewood, Worcester’s Mechanics Hall, and other 
regional and national venues.

Christopher Hogwood 
Artistic Director 


Christopher Hogwood is one of the world’s most popular 
conductors as well as being a leader of the Historically Informed 
Performance movement. 

Born in Nottingham in 1941, Mr. Hogwood was educated at 
Cambridge University where he studied classics and music. 
Subsequently, he studied with renowned harpsichordists Gustav 
Leonhardt and Rafael Puyana. 

In his early career, Mr Hogwood co-founded the Early Music 
Consort with David Munrow and maintained a ten year association 
with Neville Marriner’s Academy of St. Martin-in-the-Fields 
serving as both performer and researcher. In 1973 he founded the 
Academy of Ancient Music, the first British orchestra formed to 
play exclusively Baroque and Classical music on instruments 
appropriate to the period. ‘he Academy of Ancient Music is now 
internationally acclaimed with a busy schedule of performances 
around the world and a host of best-selling recordings to its credit. 

In 1986 Christopher Hogwood was appointed Artistic Director 
of the Handel & Haydn Society, the oldest continuously active 


performing arts organization in America. Since he joined H&H, 
the Society has reclaimed its position as one of the most prominent 
musical ensembles in the nation by assembling a pre-eminent 
period instrument orchestra, maintaining the performing status of 
its exceptional chorus, and by reaching new audiences through 
tours and recordings. 

In addition to his responsibilities with H&H and the Academy 
of Ancient Music, Mr Hogwood is also Director of Music for the 
acclaimed St. Paul Chamber Orchestra and a busy guest conductor. 
In recent years he has directed some of the world’s finest symphony 
orchestras including the Boston Symphony, Berlin Philharmonic, 
Chicago Symphony, Los Angeles Philharmonic and Cleveland 
Orchestra. 

A well known scholar and researcher, he has written an enor- 
mously successful biography of Handel, and has continued his 
career as a harpsichordist.

Doctor Lipfondle: A pompous, self-important, pot-bellied 
little man. 

Inigo Snurl: The wicked prime minister of Twitchenberg. Snurl 
has the low gravel voice and stringy black wig of the villain. He 
fancies himself cunning, subtle and artful, but is really quite 
obvious and slow-witted, though quick to anger. 

Alf Rabble: A tall, slow-moving, slow-thinking beanpole of a man. 
He is not too bright, and depends on Bertie to do his thinking 
for him. 

Bertie Rouser: A short, quick, plump little man with a mile-a- 
minute chatter. He is the brains — such as they are — of the two 
would-be revolutionaries. 

Jonathan: The page to Queen Rotunda, about fourteen years old. 
He is bright and friendly, and has learned most of the elegant 
manners of the court, but sometimes he tries too hard to impress 
Angelica with his importance. 

Angelica: The gardener’s daughter, about thirteen. An energetic 
and likable young lady with a no-nonsense way about her when 
it comes to getting things done. But she can be coy enough to 
wrap Jonathan around her little finger. 

Richard Harding Bush: The quick-witted, ingenious inhabitant of 
the royal greenhouse, part elf and part pot-plant. He stands ina 
large flower pot which reaches to the waist. In the early scenes, 
only his leafy hands are seen coming through the greenhouse 
windows.
